The purer the 
water, the more readily it evaporates 3 fo 
that fea- water, which 1s fuppoied to con- 
tain. one goth part of falt, waftes much 
lefs than purer water, and more forcibly 
refifts the effects of fire. Notwithftand- 
ing which, as fire ultimately divides mott 
bodies, and has the property of feparating 
the denfe parts from the rare, a ftrong and 


continual ebullition may be a means of 


{eparating, in fome meaiure, the impuri+ 
ties. gf the water from the muft, 

The ultimate particles of water, Boer- 

haave believed to be much le(fs than thofe 
of air, as-water pafles through the invifi- 
bie spores and imterflices of wood, which 
never tranfmit the leaft elaftic air: Nor 
is..there, fays he, any known fluid (fire 
excepted, which penetrates every thu.g) 
whole. parts are. more penetrating than 
thofe of water; but. as water is not an 
unyerfal diufvlver, there are veilels which 
will contain jt, though they will not con- 
talus even the thick fyrup of fugar, for 
lugar makes its way by. diflolving the te- 
hacious and oily fubflance of wood, 
which water cannot. 
_ Water, when fully faturated with fire,

importance with regard to brewing, and 

D muit be properly varied according to the 
drinefs and nature of the malt; to. its be- 
ing applied either in the. firit.or lai 
mashes ; and in proportion alfo to. the 
time the beer 1s intended.to be kept. To 
this end we muft have recourfe. to the

Nutrition cannot be carried on without 
water, though water itfelf is not. the 
matter of nourifhment, but only the vee 
hicle. 

Water is as neceffary to fermentation 

F as heat or air: The farmer who fitacks his 
hay. or corn before it is thoroughly daied, 
foon experiences the terrible effeéts of too 
much moiiture or water refding therein¢ 
All vegetables, therelore, intended to be 
kept long, ought to be well dried. The 
brewer fhould carefully ayoid puschating

fprinkled with water foon after it! was

From thefe circumfances of its being 
vifcous and replete with acids, it would, 
at fult, appear to he a moft unfit vegeta- 
ble, from_ which vinous liquors, to be 
long kept, fthould be madey and indeed 
the extra&ts made from it in its original 
flate ‘are not only clammy, but foon be- 
come four. 


In its flate of full maturity its confti y;
